daylight is an economic problem of 
some importance. 


Defective eyesight is one of the 


handicaps on human labor. This in- 
firmity is largely due to carelessness 
in use of the eyes under artificial 
light. 
When 
middle-aged 
people 


were young, books and newspapers 
were almost invariably printed in 
much finer type. 


It was very .difficult to get the 


standard authors in legible typog- 
raphy. 
Many famous 
newspapers 


were dressed in what is now called 
"six point," considered fit now for 
nothing but legal notices inserted as 
a matter of court form. 


In the old-time home, the toilsome 


women still stuck to their black 
work and delicate embroidery, even 
if the little oil lamp failed to dis- 
tinguish the thread from the ma- 
terial. They still do such work with 
^imperfect illumination. 
If your chil- 


dren have to put on spectacles at a 
precocious age, it is usually because 
you or your parents abused your 
eyes. 


In the country districts many fac- 


tories still try to get along with oil 
lamps. 
The imperfect lighting cre- 


ates an atmosphere of gloom, which 
affects the energy of the force. Tools 
and material slip out of sight and the 
results are unproductive. Farmers 
blunder around their barns with lan- 
terns. Many of which are upset, and 
a high price is paid in the form of 
insurance. Modern lighting systems 
are a wonderful substitute for sun- 
light, and render eyestrain needless. 
One can well care for his eyes with 
modern oil lights, though they are 
not fitted for large working quarters. 
But good facilities do not remove hu- 
man carelessness. 
How many people 


there are who sit reading in a dark- 
ening room at twilight, simply too 
indolent to get a better light. A host 
of people earn a living by relieving 
the eye strains caused in such ways. 
Great factories make optical goods, 
and people line up in the waiting 
rooms of costly oculists.

Diversified Crops in the Cotton States 


Certainly anything that can be 


done to help the South in its immedi- 


! ate emergency should be done. 
But 


i the final remedy for such a situation 
as the cotton planters are facing now 
must come from finding new uses for 
cotton, and the resulting increase in 
demand, and from a greater diversifi- 
cation of crops in the Cotton States. 
The cotton planter now very gener- 
ally buys hay and corn for cash. He 
must get in the habit of raising such 
necessities for himself. It has been 
ascertained by the Department of 
Agriculture that whereas the average 
Ohio farm has 125 fowls, the average 
South Carolina farm has only 14. 
The best friends of the South and of 
its planters believe that the true way 
to guard against the ups and downs 
of "King Cotton" is to raise at home 
the crops now bought from the West 
and increase the production of small 
farm animals.—From "The Progress 
of the World," in the American Re- 
view of Reviews for November.
